Gibbons Lost Eye While 
‘Working’ Near Belleau Wood 


(Continued from Page I) 
The Marine Brigade, 1st and 2nd 
Regiments, were deployed north of 'In* 
Parish highroad, the S y ra cu se Brigade' 
9th and 23d Infantry, were south of 
it, their flank on the .Marin*. 


Th e main Ge rman attack kept to the 
high* r ground away from lh** river, 
which is why th*1 brunt of its force 
fell on the Marines. They clinched in 
Belleau Wood, five or six miles from 
Clin tea u Thierry. Ther e the Marines 
stopped them. 


It was a dog fight, no trenches, no 
barbed wire, virgin soil, only galloped 
over by the Chiaus in August 1914, b e­ 
fore the first battle of the Marne. 
There was no line, the lighting w a ­ 
in flux, swaying baek ami forth, acro ss 
the wheat fields, through 
the

Bouresches and Belleau 
Gibbons and several other war co r­ 
respondents arrive d on the first clay 
of fighting. Ile went forward seeking 
battalion headquarters, Lieutenant A r­ 
thur Ha it zell. of the Cen sor’s Slat!, 
accompanied him. They passed among 
various anils of the Marines, 
they 
walked over dead, past wounded, co m­ 
ra des and G erm an s alike. 
At three o’clock in the aftertur n, 
they were working their way a cro ss a 
Wheatfield, they knew Fritz was near 
by the absence of molt lr cut, bat they 
failed to notice the periodic swaying 
of the tall wheat stalks, as though 
mysteriously ruffled by a breeze d e ­ 
spite tile still air of the sweltering day.
